Canndiun papers aro busy just now 
discussing the probable railroad policy 
of tlio Ottawa Govcnunent as it ellbcts 
British Columbia, and it is intimated 
that frosli surveys may be called for so 
as to secure a caruful survey of Pine 
River Pass. The Ottawa Free Press, 
of the 6th inst, in a leadiog article oa 
the subject remarks that Mr. Sanfoiid 
Flemino in his report did not object to 
the selection of the more northern, or, 
as it is called, tiio Pino River route; 
but ho expressly stipulated that a fur- 
ther survey should bo mado before a ti- 
nal decision was come to, holding that 
the route was insufficiently known. 
But Mr. Mackenzie's Government, ac- 
tuated by economic and commercial 
considerations, no less than by a desire 
to hasten so far as jiossible tlio con- 
struction of tlic road — moved also by 
the fact tho mileage would be lessened, 
and that the gradients were more than 
ordinarily favorable — decided on re- 
jecting the Pine River route and 
choosing that of Burrard Inlet, which 
had boon declared liy Admiral DeHor- 
SEV unsuitable for the ocean terminus. 
The reasons given by the Admiral for 
his opinion are not without gravity. 
He hold-s that though the anchorage is 
good in English Bay, ami (.'oal ITarbor 
a safe port, yet, owing to the rapidity 
of the tides, tho narrow entrance to 
tho latter is harilly safe for large 
steamers, and during uorthweaterly 
gales ships would hardly be able to lie 
at wharves in Englisli Bay. Ho holds, 
moreover, that a very grave objection 
to Burrard Inlet lies in the fact that 
San Juan and Stuart Islanils, which 
forms tho key of navigation insido of 
Vancouver, being in possession of a 
foi-eign j)ower, which might readily 
stop our trade througii liaro Strait in 
time of war. These considerations do 
not appear to have had much weight 
with the late Government., but we 
learn that Siii John Macdonald is 
disposed to give them further consider- 
ation. It is too soon, however, con- 
tinues the Free Press, to speculate as 
to the now Government's intentions, 
and certainly ]irematuro to fix the ad- 
titional cost to lie entailed on the coun- 
try by the selection of a new route; 
attd to say that any change that may 
be contemplated must necessarily par- 
take of ft i)olitical cliai'acter, is absurd 
in face of tiie fact that Sm John is in 
possession of a majority which renders 
him independent of outsido jjressure, 
and free to act as may seem best from 
a Canadian or Imperial standpoint. It 
will probably beheld tb-day as it was in 
1871,' . eminently desirable that the 
Canadian Pacific shall be in no way de- 
pendent n])on or connected v.nth the 
American Northern Pacific, yet wo find 
as an adjunct of the Burrard Inlet 
scheme the proposal to connect the 
American road with the Canadian by 
running it through Washington Terri- 
tory and bridging the Eraser near New 
Westminster. In time of peace we do 
not say that a connection between the i 
two lines might not bo desirable, but 
in case of war tilings would be very 
different. In such a contingency, with 
San Juan fortified, and American 
troopfi — through tlio agency of a rival 
Hue — thrown into Canadian territory 
the Canadian Pacific woidd virtually 
end in a aid de snc, and lie in danger 
of falling into the enemy's hands. As 
the Inter-Colonial took n long circuit- 
ous route because of strategic considera-

A Junirood dispatch announces tho 
occupation today (Friday) of tho Fort 
of Ali JLisjid, which the Afglianistans 
had abaiiiloned. Not a shot was fired. 

Brussels, Nov. 22. — Tho Eussian 
organ, Le N'ord, in an article on tho 
Afghan war, says that reports, which 
will doubtless be jiroiiagated relative to 
complications between England and 
Russia, may be characterized bofore- 
Imnd us false. All prospect of such 
eventuality may be put out of (juestion 
with perfect assurance. 

Bkhlin, Nov. 22. — Con. Kaufman, 
when delivering a sword to bo trans- 
mitted to the Ainccr, said: "My illu.s- 
trious sovereign, on wdiose empire the 
sun never set.s, and whose raised finger 
causes millions of soldiers to take u[) 
arms, sends this jilcdgo of friendshii) 
and unchanging afiectioii to liis friend 
and ally, the noble and chivalrous 
ruler of the Afghans and ]5elooclier.s. 
History teaches that Ru.ssia e\er es- 
pouses a just cause; that she has al- 
ways known how to protect her allies 
from attacks of any enemy, however 
powerful. Whoever sides' with Rus- 
sia need not fear that a hair of liis head 
M-ill be injured. The power of the 
Russian sword is great. This is a fact 
known to the enemies of Russia as well 
as to her allies. May God protect and 
jiroserve the two powerful sovereigns, 
the Czar and the Ameer. May Cod 
promote the welfare of the two allied 
countries to the benefit of the Afghans, 
Russians and humanity at large. jMay 
the echo of these words awaken coii.so- 
latioii and hope whei'e oppression and 
tyranny is paramount." The blade of 
the sword has the following inscription 
in tho Persian tongue; "ISlay God 'dve 
thee victory over tho infidel."
